REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
United States Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0018717 A1 (Dailey 
hereinafter) shows a means for cooling the leading edge of an airfoil of a turbine blade 
comprising a mid-chord passage 26 formed in the airfoil flowing a coolant, a wall 
defining the leading edge 28 of the airfoil, a plurality of longitudinally spaced orifices 36

formed in the wall connecting the mid-chord passage 26 to a longitudinal plenum 34 
formed in the wall, an additional plurality of longitudinally spaced orifices 38 formed in 
the wall downstream of the plurality of orifices 36, wherein the coolant from the mid- 
chord passage 26 is diffused before exiting the airfoil (see paragraph 0016). 

Dailey does not teach or suggest a plurality of rows and columns of longitudinally 
extending grooves formed in the outer surface of the wall at the leading edge of the 
airfoil. 

United States Patent No. 6,210,1 12 (Tabbita et al. hereinafter) shows an airfoil 
leading edge having a trench 1 8 with a plurality of cooling apertures 38 extending along 
the spanwise direction. 

In the examiner's opinion, one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made may have found it obvious to utilize a plurality of columns of 
trenches in the leading edge of Dailey, however, the additional requirement of a plurality 
of rows of grooves is not taught nor suggested by any of the cited references.
